SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah  Gov.  Scott  Mathe- 
son  on  Thursday  told  The  Daily  Universe  he  will  be 
one  of  seven  governors  to  meet  with  President 
Reagan  on  Feb.  22  to  present  the  states’  view  of 
New  Federalism. 

“The  federal  government  is  not  the  only  one  that 
knows  about  federalism,”  Matheson  said. 

He  said  he  is  concerned  Reagan’s  New  Federal¬ 
ism  does  not  “support  any  winners  or  losers  as  far 
as  dollars  are  concerned.” 

He  said  that,  unlike  Utah’s  congressmen  in 
Washington,  “I  do  not  fully  support  the  president’s 
plan  of  turning  42  national  programs  over  to  the 
states  by  1984.”  Under  Reagan’s  present  proposal, 
he  said  Utah  will  be  a  loser. 

Matheson  said  the  governors  will  meet  to  discuss 
not  only  New  Federalism,  but  also  a  major  problem 
,  that  it  will  create.  He  said  disunity  among  states  is 
a  problem  Reagan  has  not  faced  up  to. 


He  said,  “Reagan’s  plan  does  not,  nor  will  it  ever, 
face  up  to  the  disparity  problem.” 

Some  states  can  and  will  generate  more  tax 
sources,  and  therefore  be  better  able  to  handle  the 
new  federalism,  according  to  Matheson. 

Matheson  said  the  National  Governor’s  Associa¬ 
tion  has  been  working  for  more  than  a  year  to 
create  its  own  form  of  federalism.  When  Matheson 
meets  with  Reagan,  he  and  six  other  governors  will 
present  Reagan  with  the  “States’  New  Federal¬ 
ism.”  He  said  governors  throughout  the  United 
States  have  mixed  feelings  about  Reagan’s  propos¬ 
al  and  they  have  “a  unified  concern.” 

Matheson  said  the  governors  will  evaluate 
Reagan’s  proposal  and  the  states’  proposal.  He 
hopes  they  will  unite  and  go  to  Reagan  as  one  body. 
If  the  governors  are  divided,  he  said  their  proposal 
will  be  useless. 

If  Reagan’s  program  takes  effect  the  way 
Reagan  wants  it  to,  Matheson  said  all  50  states  will 
be  “losers.” 


The  states  should  not  have  to  take  over  the  wel¬ 
fare  programs,  Matheson  said.  The  economics  that 
make  up  the  criteria  for  welfare  and  non-welfare 
decisions  are  under  national  control,  he  said.  The 
states  do  not  control  interest  rates  nor  unemploy¬ 
ment,  Matheson  said.  “I  feel  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  ought  to  pay  for  what  it  creates.” 

Matheson  fears  the  Reagan  trust  fund  will  run 
out  in  four  years,  and  Utah,  along  with  other 
states,  will  suddenly  find  itself  having  to  pick  up 
tabs  running  into  millions  of  dollars.  He  said  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  feels  “four  years  is  a  long  way  away.” 
Matheson  said  he  does  not  agree.  “We  should  be 
worried  and  face  the  problem  now”,  he  said. 

Matheson  said  he  objects  to  the  New  Federalism 
because  of  the  proposed  1983  budget.  He  said 
Reagan  proposes  $27  million  in  cuts  and,  according 
to  Matheson,  “I  don’t  think  that  it  is  equitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  tax-cut  burden.”  With  the  $27  mil¬ 
lion  in  cuts,  Matheson  said  the  states  cannot  take  on 
the  42  programs  in  1984.

A  new  BYU  policy  for  making  up 
incomplete  grades  will  take  effect  fall 
semester  1982.  Students  and  teachers 
will  make  contracts  to  determine  the 
time  and  conditions  under  which  in¬ 
complete  class  work  must  be  com¬ 
pleted.  . 

“The  teacher  and  student  will  come 
to  an  agreement  on  the  date,  with  the 
maximum  time  being  a  year”  for  all 
incompletes  to  be  made  up  when  this 
policy  starts,  said  Eliot  Butler, 
associate  academic  vice  president.  “I 
prefer  that  my  own  students  not  de¬ 
lay  finishing  their  incompletes.” 

Misuse  eliminated 

“This  should  remove  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  difficulties  we  have  had  in  the 
past.  The  incompletes  have  been 
sometimes  misused,  and  this  should 
help  avoid  such  misuse,”  Butler  said. 

“The  new  policy  on  incompletes  will 
begin  the  fall  semester  of  1982  and  it 
will  not  affect  past  incompletes.  They 
will  be  held  to  the  old  policy,”  said 
Registar  Erlend  D.  Peterson. 

Council  submits 

“The  Faculty  Advisory  Council 
submitted  the  incomplete  policy 
change.  They,  the  professors,  are  the 
one’s  who  asked  for  the  change,”  said 
Peterson. 

The  official  wording  for  the  new 
policy  on  incompletes  reads:  “The  let¬ 
ter  grade  I  is  given  on  a  contractual 
basis  with  the  instructor  for  students 
who  are  eligible  to  complete  the  work 
in  a  prescribed  time  period.  An  in¬ 
complete  is  only  given  when  ex¬ 
tenuating  circumstances  (serious  ill¬ 
ness,  death  in  immediate  family,  etc.) 
occur  after  the  12th  week  of  a  semes¬ 
ter  or  the  sixth  week  of  a  term. 

“The  incomplete  grade  contract 
form  must  be  completed,  signed  by 
the  instructor  and  department  chair¬ 
man,  and  the  fee  paid  prior  to  the 
submission  of  the  official  grade  roll  at 
the  end  of  the  semester.  A  copy  of  the 
incomplete  grade  contract  must 
accompany  the  grade  roll.  If  the  con¬ 
tract  is  not  attached  to  the  roll,  the 
grade  will  be  changed  to  an  E.” 
Specific  time 

The  instructor  should  indicate  a 
specific  length  of  time  in  which  the 
student  must  make  up  the  incom¬ 
plete.  The  time  length  may  not  ex¬ 
ceed  one  year. 

Class  attendance  in  a  subsequent 
semester  or  re-registration  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  make  up  the  incomplete. 
Once  the  work  has  been  completed, 
the  instructor  should  complete  the 
portion  of  the  incomplete  grade  con¬ 
tract  indicating  the  grade  earned  and 
submit  the  form  to  the  Records 
Office,  B-150  ASB. 

An  incomplete  is  computed  in  the 
grade  point  average  as  a  failing  grade 
until  it  is  made  up.

Several  demonstrations  caused  disturbances  during 
Gen.  William  Westmoreland’s  speech  Thursday. 

After  his  introduction  and  while  he  was  complimenting 
BYU,  a  banner  was  dropped  from  the  upper  terrace  of  the 
concert  hall  declaring  “plowshares  not  guns.” 

Another  banner  by  the  same  group  was  pulled  away 
before  it  could  be  raised. 

Members  of  the  group  involved  in  the  banner  demon¬ 
stration  may  have  been  seeking  publicity,  since  they  in¬ 
formed  The  Daily  Universe  of  the  protest  in  advance,  on 
Wednesday,  said  William  Porter,  assistant  executive  edi¬ 
tor.  As  a  result,  The  Daily  Universe  decided  not  to  print 
comments  from  group  members. 

Moments  after  the  banner  incident,  a  woman  entered 
the  hall  dressed  in  black,  with  her  face  painted  as  a  skull 
and  was  escorted  out  by  BYU  Security/Police. 

Escorted  out  of  hall 

After  being  escorted  out  of  the  hall,  Effa  Guzman  Farn¬ 
sworth,  a  senior  from  New  York  City  majoring  in  interna¬ 
tional  relations,  said,  “My  clothes  are  not  against  universi¬ 
ty  standards  and  are  not  germane.” 

She  said  it  was  her  constitutional  right  to  be  there,  and 
because  she  had  not  verbally  disrupted  the  audience,  she 
was  not  in  violation  of  the  law.  She  also  cited  a  case  of  a 
student  dressed  in  a  disruptive  T-shirt  protesting  against 
Secretary  of  State  Alexander  Haig  when  he  spoke  at  Cor¬ 
nell  University.  She  said  a  court  ruling  held  this  was  not 
breaking  any  specific  law. 

At  the  same  time  Mrs.  Farnsworth  was  removed  from 


one  side  of  the  concert  hall,  her  husband,  Ronald  Brant 
Farnsworth,  said  he  was  forcefully  pulled  out  by  the  back 
of  his  coat  by  BYU  Security/Police  Sgt.  Dan  Clark. 

Farnsworth  said  he  was  entering  the  hall  to  find  a  seat 
and  was  pulled  out  by  his  jacket  by  Clark,  before  Clark 
asked  Farnsworth  to  leave  or  identified  himself  as  a  BYU 
Security  officer.  Clark  disagreed  with  Farnsworth’s  ver¬ 
sion  of  what  happened.  » 

Out  of  the  hall 

“The  officer  was  brusque;  he  had  me  convicted  before  I 
was  out  of  the  hall,”  Farnsworth  said.  “He  told  me  I  could 
be  put  in  jail  and  never  be  allowed  on  the  BYU  campus 
again.” 

“I  did  not  forcefully  withdraw  him.  I  tapped  him  on  the 
back  and  helped  him  leave.  He  was  not  intent  on  finding  a 
seat,”  Clark  said.  “I  feel  I  didn’t  verbally  abuse  him.  I 
merely  told  him  what  his  presence  there  would  do  to  the 
group.” 

Former  security  supervisor 

A  student  injustice  administration  and  a  former  secur¬ 
ity  supervisor  for  the  Los  Angeles  Temple  said  the  tqne 
and  action  of  the  officer  was  unnecessary.  It  was  not 
excessive,  but  it  was  beyond  what  was  proper.  The  stu¬ 
dent  asked  not  to  be  identified. 

Grant  Hulse,  ASBYU  Academic  Office  vice  president, 
said  he  did  not  mind  if  the  couple  remained  if  they  were 
seated. 

The  couple  remained  to  hear  the  rest  of  the  speech. 

No  action  was  taken  against  them,  Clark  said.

said  he  had  worked  in  the  office  as  long  or 
longer  than  anyone  now  on  the  staff. 

Many  social  office  volunteers  were  pre¬ 
sent  and  expressed  their  concerns  about 
the  appointment. 

Bob  Graham,  resigning  special  assistant 
to  the  social  office  vice  president,  said  it 
was  his  opinion  that  someone  from  the  cur¬ 
rent  staff  could  better  handle  the  prob¬ 
lems.  “We’re  doing  this  for  the  students,” 
he  said.  “We  are  the  students.” 

“It’s  not  a  question  of  Shayne’s  qual¬ 
ifications,”  Mark  Pyper,  a  resigning  com¬ 
mittee  member,  said,  “Shayne’s  probably 
the  most  qualified.”  The  fact  that  Clarke 
had  not  worked  in  the  social  office  this 
year  was  the  biggest  objection. 

A  letter  to  Clarke  signed  by  the  res¬ 
igning  staff  said:  “This  is  to  notify  you  of 


the  resignation  of  the  social  office  Cabinet 
and  their  committees,  retroactive  upon 
ratification  of  your  appointment  to  the  so¬ 
cial  office.  We  regret  such  action,  but  feel 
united  in  our  convictions,  and  see  no  other 
course  of  action  but  to  resign.” 

“We’ll  just  have  to  begin  anew,”  Clarke 
said.  “I  feel  bad  that  this  has  happened. 
They  can  stand  up  for  what  they  believe, 
and  it  took  courage  for  them  to  make  their 
decision.” 

Mark  Guest,  resigning  social  office  pub¬ 
lic  relations  director,  said  the  office  had 
been  cleaned  out,  and  workers  had  taken 
personal  items  belonging'  to  them. 

Susan  Hollingsworth,  ASBYU  director 
of  public  relations  said:  “We’re  anxious  to 
involve  new  students  in  the  program. 
We’re  happy  to  welcome  anyone  in¬ 
terested  to  visit  the  fourth  floor,  fill  out  an 
application  and  we’ll  get  them  involved.” 


The  United  States  is  the  only  significant  obstacle 
the  Kremlin  has  to  face,  he  said.  “At  the  same  time, 
the  Soviet  Union  is  the  only  serious  military  threat 
to  the  United  States.” 

Both  nations  have  serious  economic  problems,  he 
said.  The  only  difference  is  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  expect  the  economy  to  get  better, 
while  the  people  in  the  Soviet  Union  do  not. 

Westmoreland  said  although  the  United  States 
spends  most  of  its  money  in  programs  other  than 
defense,  the  Soviet  Union  is  concentrating  most  of 
its  wealth  in  defense. 

“The  Soviet  military  gets  the  best  of  every¬ 
thing,”  he  said,  “people,  equipment,  and  the  most 
attention  from  the  political  leadership,  all  at  the 
expense  of  the  standard  of  living  of  the  people.” 

Because  it  is  surrounded  by  suspicious  neigh¬ 
bors,  the  Soviet  Union  does  not  enjoy  travel  on  the 
free  ocean  as  the  United  States  does,  he  said. 

According  to  Westmoreland,  there  are  three 
basic  threats  that  America  must  consider: 

—  A  nuclear  attack  against  the  United  States. 

—  An  attack  by  Warsaw  pact  forces  against 
NATO. 

—  Conventional  or  insurgency  operations  by  the 
Soviet  Union  or  its  surrogates  in  areas  important  to 
the  United  States. 

He  said,  “Because  of  nuclear  standoff  and  the 
uncertainty  involved,  I  believe  a  nuclear  war  is 
remote.” 

Summarizing  his  talk,  Westmoreland  said,  “The 
United  States  and  Soviet  Union  face  perplexing 
problems  that,  in  many  cases,  are  similiar  in  char¬ 
acter.” 

Different  people  will  view  things  in  different 
ways.  The  nation  has  concentrated  in  the  present 
and  not  given  much  thought  to  the  future,  he  said. 

Westmoreland  urged  the  students  to  “not  be  dis¬ 
tracted  by  complacency”  as  they  contemplate  the 
uncertain  future  and  consider  their  role  in  it.

Chisholm  won't  run 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Rep. 
Shirley  Chisholm,  who  came  to 
Congress  as  an  outspoken  maver¬ 
ick  13  years  ago,  said  Thursday  she 
now  finds  the  job  “tedious  and  frus¬ 
trating”  and  will  not  run  for  re- 
election. 

“It  has  become  increasingly  diffi¬ 
cult  to  carry  the  tragic  messages 
back  from  Washington  to  the  job¬ 
less,  homeless  and  hopeless 
Brooklynites,”  the  New  York 
Democrat  said  in  a  written  state¬ 
ment. 

Mrs.  Chisholm,  57,  the  first 
black  woman  ever  to  win  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  be¬ 
came  known  nationally  for  her  fiery 
speeches  and  her  1972  campaign 
for  the  presidency. 

But  in  recent  years,  as  she 
gained  seniority  and  influence,  her 
once  angry  style  grew  more  sub¬ 
dued,  leading  some  critics  to  say 
she  had  lost  interest  in  her  work. 

“I  haven’t  been  angry  for  some 
time  now.  It  bums  up  too  much  of 
the  energy  I  need,”  she  told  an  in¬ 
terviewer  in  1979.  “You  don’t  get 
anything  with  wild  rhetoric.  I’ve 
lived  to  see  how  it  works.” 


In  a  telephone  interview  with 
The  Associated  Press  the  minister, 
Gen.  Jose  Guillermo  Garcia,  denied 
news  reports  that  the  guerrillas 
control  territory  or  are  able  to 
move  freely  in  large  parts  of  the 
country.

Salvadorans  'on  top' 


SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador 
—  El  Salvador’s  defense  minister 
claimed  Thursday  that  his  forces 
have  the  upper  hand  against  leftist 
guerrillas,  and  a  military  source 
said,  the  army  has  launched  a  major 
campaign  against  the  rebels  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  country. 


DAMASCUS,  Syria  (AP)  — 
Fighting  raged  Thursday  between 
rebel  Sunni  Moslems  and  an  esti¬ 
mated  8,000  Syrian  troops  shelling 
the  city  of  Hama  for  the  ninth  day, 
Western  diplomatic  and  other  fore¬ 
ign  sources  said. 

The  leftist  government  said 
Hama  was  sealed  off  but  that  re¬ 
ports,  of  a  revolt  were  United 
States  slanders. 

One  Western  resident  of  Damas¬ 
cus  attempting  to  reach  the  be¬ 
sieged  city  120  miles  north  of  here 
was  turned  back  by  police  who  told 
him  he  could  not  continue  because 
of  fighting.  He  said  he  saw  Presi¬ 
dent  Hafez  Assad’s  reinforcements 
heading  into  Hama  and  ambulances 
coming  out. 

Casualty  figures  could  not  be 
estimated  accurately,  but  diploma¬ 
tic  and  other  accounts  say  the  num¬ 
ber  of  killed  is  in  the  hundreds  and 
damage  is  extensive  in  the  city  of 
200,000. 

Hama  is  a  stronghold  of  Syria’s 
Sunni  Moslem  majority  and  the 
outlawed  Moslem  Brotherhood, 
which  has  been  fighting  to  oust 
Assad  and  replace  his  12-year-old 
government  with  a  Moslem  fun¬ 
damentalist  regime. 


Pope  visits  Africa, 


no  extra  security 


VATICAN  CITY  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II, 
shunning  extra  security,  flies  to  Nigeria  today  on 
his  first  trip  abroad  since  an  attempt  on  his  life  last 
spring  in  St.  Peter’s  Square. 

The  eight-day  visit  to  four  West  African  coun¬ 
tries  is  the  third  trip  to  the  African  continent  and 
the  10th  foreign  trip  by  John  Paul  since  he  became 
pope  in  1978. 

The  pope,  61,  will  have  the  same  basic  staff  with 
whom  he  has  girdled  the  globe  nearly  four  times  — 
two  Vatican  gendarmes,  two  Swiss  guards,  two 
secretaries,  two  doctors  and  his  personal  valet. 

American  Archbishop  Paul  Marcinkus,  the 
pope’s  chief  advance  man,  will  await  the  pope  in  the 
Nigerian  capital  of  Lagos  instead  of  riding  with  him 
in  a  specially  outfitted  Alitalia  Airbus. 

Nigeria,  Africa’s  largest  nation,  will  be  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  trip,  with  shorter  stops  in  Gabon,  Benin 
and  tiny  Equatorial  Guinea. 

For  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  Africa  has  be¬ 
come  a  fertile  ground  for  converts  ever  since  mis¬ 
sionaries  set  foot  there.  The  Vatican  estimates  2 
million  Catholics  are  baptized  every  year,  reaching 
the  55  million  mark  this  year. 

Packing  churches  with  hand-clapping  Masses 
and  portraits  of  a  black  Jesus,  the  Church  expects 
to  claim  18  percent  of  Africa’s  total  population  by 


the  year  2000  —  an  increase  from  1  percent  a 
tury  ago. 

John  Paul  was  wounded  May  13  in  the  assassina¬ 
tion  attempt  in  St.  Peter’s  Square.  A  Turkish  ter¬ 
rorist,  Mehmet  Ali  Agca,  has  been  convicted  of  the 
attempted  murder  of  a  head  of  state  and  sentenced 
to  life  imprisonment. 

On  his  first  trip  outside  the  Vatican  after  the 
shooting,  to  the  Umbrian  city  of  Todi,  the  pope 
bowed  to  demands  for  heavy  security  but  was  dis¬ 
appointed  by  not  being  able  to  get  close  to  the 
crowd.  Later,  to  the  despair  of  both  Italian  and 
Vatican  security  officials  during  his  customary 
Sunday  parish  visits,  the  pope  broke  protocol  and 
pushed  aside  barriers  to  mingle  with  the  crowd. 

A  Swiss  Guard  officer,  who  wishes  not  to  be 
identified  says:  “We  can  tell  him  it  is  dangerous  for 
him  to  get  out  there  with  the  people.

Lincoln's  image 
attributed  to 


gene  disorder 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Abraham 
Lincoln’s  familiar  image  —  the  com¬ 
manding  height,  lanky  frame,  great 
hands  and  gaunt  face  of  so  many  faded 
photographs  —  was  caused  by  a  here¬ 
ditary  disease  that  trails  his  descen¬ 
dants  to  this  day,  says  a  physician  al; 
the  University  of  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Dr.  Harold  Schwartz  said  the  life¬ 
long  effects  of  Marfan  syndrome  were 
reaching  a  climax  in  the  56-year-old 
president  in  1865  and  would  probably 
have  killed  him  within  a  year  had  not 
an  assassin  struck  first. 


Genetic  disorder 

The  genetic  disorder,  which 
Schwartz  says  produces  “a  disprop¬ 
ortionate  elongation  of  the  skeletal 
system,”  can  also  change  the  aorta, 
the  maip  blood  vessel  from  the  heart, 
cause  its  valve  to  malfunction  and, 
ultimately,  result  in  progressive 
heart  failure. 

Based  on  Lincoln’s  words  and  those 
written  about  him,  Schwartz  con¬ 
cluded:  “He  was  already  in  heart  fai¬ 
lure  at  the  time  he  was  assassinated. 
He  could  not  have  lived  more  than  six 
to  12  months.” 


Marfan  syndrome 

Schwartz,  of  the  USC  medical 
school,  has  been  studying  Lincoln  and 
Marfan  syndrome  for  three  decades, 
ever  since  he  examined  a  7-year-old 
boy  whose  mother  was  concerned 
that  “he  was  so  disproportionately 
tall.” 

The  boy  was  a  classic  example  of 
the  genetic  abnormality  and  “the 
family’s  name  was  Lincoln.  I  knew 
immediately  that  Abraham  Lincoln 
had  the  same  thing.” 

Since  then,  Schwartz  said  in  an  in¬ 
terview,  he  has  traced  the  Lincoln 
family  tree,  confirming  his  young  pa¬ 
tient’s  kinship  with  the  16th  presi¬ 
dent,  and  studied  newspapers,  books, 
pictures  and  letters  concerning  Lin¬ 
coln.  The  study  of  his  suburban  Lake- 
wood  home  is  a  small  museum  of  Lin¬ 
coln  memorabilia. 

Disorder  confirmed 

“I  found  a  whole  world  of  confirma¬ 
tion  .  .  .  It’s  not  hypothetical  at  all,” 
he  said.  “I  have  merely  put  together 
the  facts  that  have  been  given ...  by 
the  president  and  his  contemporaries 
and  the  facts  in  the  medical  litera¬ 
ture.” 

Schwartz  said  he  followed  the  Lin¬ 
coln  roots  back  to  England  and  found 
current  branches  around  the  United 


States,  where  “the  Lincolns  are  all 
over  the  country.” 

Disease  affects  many 

Marfan  syndrome,  which  varies 
widely  in  severity,  has  followed  the 
Lincolns.  It  affects,  by  one  estimate, 
at  least  five  of  every  100,000  Amer¬ 
icans  of  all  sexes  and  races,  Schwartz 
said.  “That  figure  should  probably  be 
multiplied  by  five  to  10,”  he  added, 
“and  even  that  may  be  conservative.” 

Dominant  gene 

Marfan  syndrome,  caused  by  a 
dominant  gene  that  affects  men  and 
women  equally,  was  named  for 
French  pediatrician  Bernard-Jean 
Marfan,  who  first  described  it  in  1896. 
Schwartz  said  those  affected,  in  ex¬ 
treme  cases,  “are  usually  very  tall 
and  lean.  Their  arms  are  long  and  the 
fingers  get  very  long  and  thin.  The 
lower  part  of  the  body  gets  very 
long.” 

The  face  is  gaunt  and  angular,  with 
large  ears  and  nose.  The  overall 
appearance  is  one  of  gawkiness  be¬ 
cause  of  the  long,  loose-jointed  limbs. 

Scientific  term 

The  scientific  term  for  the  syn¬ 
drome  is  arachnodactyly,  derived 
from  the  Latin  word  for  spider. 

Schwartz  noted  that  at  least  one 
Lincoln  contemporary  said  the  presi¬ 
dent  had  “spiderlike  legs”  when  sea¬ 
ted.  Lincoln  himself  commented  on 
the  size  of  his  feet  and  the  length  of  his 
arms.  That’s  confirmed  by  the  few 
measurements  available  of  the  6-foot-

"Lear'  depicts 
intensity,  drama

The  performance  of 
Shakespeare’s  “King  Lear,” 
Thursday  night  displayed  talent 
beyond  that  of  many  modem  thea¬ 
ter  productions. 

Mastery  of  the  dialogue  and 
grandeur  associated  with 
Shakespeare’s  works  set  the  per¬ 
formance  apart  from  this  season’s 
previous  productions.  < 

The  intensity  with  which  the  cast 
portrayed  the  medieval  drama 
seemed  to  awe  the  audience  with 
it’s  contrast  of  character  quality 
and  believability.  Director  Max 
Golightly  was  able  to  bring  intense 
emotion  to  life  throughout  the  per¬ 
formance  using  the  spoken  word, 
as  well  as  the  movements  of  the 
characters  in  portraying  a  central 
theme. 

Ivan  Crosland  as  King  Lear,  was 
strong,  with  a  depth  of  character 
that  brought  the  focus  of  the  other 
cast  members  together.  His  ability 
to  portray  tyranny  as  well  as  luna¬ 
cy  was  manifest  throughout  the 
show,  and  was  essential  to  the  con¬ 
tinuity  of  the  production. 

Other  notable  performances  in¬ 


cluded  Rick  Macy  as  Edgar,  Alli¬ 
son  Hickman  as  Goneril,  Christine 
Carter  as  Regan  and  David 
Spencer  as  the  Earl  of  Gloucester. 

Costuming,  with  an  elaborate 
medieval  look,  fit  the  period  well. 
Beards  and  hairstyles  reminiscent 
of  Shakespeare’s  own  time  further 
enhanced  the  believability  of  the 
production. 

Scenery  was  minimal,  with  a 
multi-level  stage  that  facilitated 
movement  and  kept  the  focus  on 
the  central  figures.  This  was  an 
advantage  in  many  cases,  but  at 
times  was  rather  confusing,  as  the 
same  staging  was  used  to  portray 
consecutive  scenes  at  seemingly 
different  locations. 

Though  the  acting  was  well 
done,  this  production  is  a  difficult 
one  to  understand  without  some 
background  regarding  the  central 
theme.  Some  information  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  program,  but  without 
paying  close  attention  to  dialogue, 
the  audience  becomes  easily  con¬ 
fused. 

Shakespeare’s  command  of  the 
language  may  be  hard  to  adapt  to  at 
first,  but  proves  to  be  an  enjoyable 
challenge.

A  whimsical  dance  number,  “Rain  Makes  Apple 
Sauce,”  derived  from  a  children’s  book  of  the  same 
title  by  Julian  Scheer,  will  be  featured  in  the  BYU 
modem  dance  department’s  presentation  of  “Dance 
in  Concert,”  Thursday  and  Feb.  19  and  20,  at  8 
p.m.,  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall,  HFAC. 

Pat  Debenham  and  Dee  Winterton,  directors  for 
the  department,  choreographed  the  33-minute 
piece.  Debenham  said  the  idea  for  the  dance  started 
last  April  when  he  and  his  wife  saw  a  dance  concert 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  thought  about  pursuing  the 
idea  of  using  a  child’s  book  as  the  basis  for  a  dance 
number;  in  May,  he  and  Winterton  began  collabor¬ 
ating  on  the  piece. 

The  book,  which  is  a  Caldecott  Award  winner,  is 
the  foundation  for  the  entire  number.  “We’ve  taken 
images  from  the  book  and  put  them  into  dance,” 
Debenham  said.  The  book  is  filled  with  fanciful 
nonsense  and  a  variety  of  different  characters. 

“It’s  one  of  those  kinds  of  things  you  don’t  do  by 
yourself,”  Debenham  said.  “We’ve  had  people  to 
talk  to  and  bounce  ideas  off  of  in  the  creative  pro¬ 
cess,  dancers  and  faculty.” 

The  dance  is  a  complicated  one,  which  evolved 
over  a  period  of  several  months.  “It  has  so  many 
qualities  and  so  many  kinds  of  expressions  and  dan¬ 
cers  it  will  keep  the  audience  interested,”  he  said. 

Debenham  said  the  entire  dance  is  like  a  Mardi 
Gras  procession.  An  ensemble  of  45  dancers  por¬ 
trays  characters  such  as  floppy  dolls,  primitive 
monkeys,  mushrooms,  tickle  trees  and  teddy 
bears,  all  complete  with  personality.  “Dancers 
have  to  be  able  to  act  in  order  to  make  their  full 
statement  in  art  form,”  he  said.

She  said,  for  instance,  foam  rubber  was  used  in 
the  tickle  trees’  costumes,  because  it  provided  a 
massive  feeling  that  goes  along  with  a  tree  but  was 
also  light  weight. 

Davis  said  there  are  60  different  costumes  for 
seven  dances  within  the  number.  Dance  costuming 
must  be  as  simple  as  possible,  yet  must  say  an  awful 
lot,  she  said. 

Along  with  costuming,  the  music  enhances  the 
choreography  and  atmosphere  of  the  dance.  “The 
music  is  so  whimsical  that  the  dance  takes  on  that 
feeling,”  Debenham  said.  The  works  of  10  compos¬ 
ers  are  in  the  score  of  the  piece.  It  has  many  con¬ 
trasts,  he  said. 

Most  of  the  music  was  found  during  a  trip  De¬ 
benham  made  to  New  York  on  professional  leave. 
Many  of  the  ideas  for  the  dance  came  as  a  result  of 
being  in  New  Y ork.  Debenham  said  he  often  visited 
a  little  bookstore  on  Fifth  Avenue  that  played 
oriental-sounding  music  he  would  hear  and  buy.  He 
also  pulled  music  from  his  personal  collection  to  go 
along  with  his  newly  acquired  recordings. 

Lighting,  by  A.  Gary  Hopkinson  of  the  dance 
department,  with  Winterton  and  Debenham,  was 
also  carefully  planned  to  compliment  other  ele¬ 
ments  in  the  piece.  Debenham  said  a  variety  of 
lighting  types  is  being  used,  from  strobes  to  tiny 
flashlights  that  resemble  fireflies  or  stars. 

Debenham  said  funding,  an  important  factor,  for 
the  number  was  provided  by  a  grant  from  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Physical  Education. 

“I  think  it’s  going  to  be  really  fun,”  Davis  said.  “I 
think  they’ve  managed  to  capture  the  feeling  in  the 
book  —  really  delightful  and  enjoyable.”  She  said 
the  number  will  contribute  to  a  well-rounded  even¬ 
ing  of  dance.

—  “Reds,”  the  tale  of  an 
American  journalist 
caught  up  in  the  Russian 
Revolution,  captured  12 
Academy  Award 
nominations  Thursday 

—  four  of  them  for  War¬ 
ren  Beatty,  the  actor, 
director,  producer  and 
writer  who  has  failed  to 
win  an  Oscar  in  seven 
tries. 

“On  Golden  Pond”  col¬ 
lected  10  nominations 
for  the  54th  Academy 
Awards,  including  best 
actor  performance  by 
Henry  Fonda  as  a  man 
reluctant  to  face  old  age. 
Fonda,  76  and  in  poor 
health,  has  never  won 
an  Oscar  and  is  consi¬ 
dered  a  strong  sen¬ 
timental  favorite. 

Fonda’s  daughter, 
Jane,  a  two-time  Oscar 
winner,  was  nominated 
for  best  supporting  ac¬ 
tress  for  portraying  his 
daughter  in  “On  Golden 
Pond.” 

The  three  other 
nominees  for  best  pic¬ 
ture  were  “Atlantic 
City,”  the  story  of  an  ag¬ 
ing,  small-time  hood  in 
the  gambling  resort; 
“Chariots  of  Fire,”  an 
inspirational  account  of 
British  runners  over¬ 
coming  prejudice,  and 
“Raiders  of  the  Lost 
Ark,”  a  fast-paced 
adventure  that  grossed 
more  money  than  any 
other  film  last  year. 

Beatty;  who  portrays 


journalist  John  Reed  in 
the  three-and-one-half- 
hour  epic,  was  also 
nominated  for  four 
awards  in  1978  for 
“Heaven  Can  Wait,”  but 
won  nothing. 

Competing  with  Beat¬ 
ty  and  Fonda  for  best 
actor  are  Burt  Lancas¬ 
ter  as  the  hero  in  “Atlan¬ 
tic  City,”  Paul  Newman 
as  the  innocent  victim  of 
irresponsible  journalism 
in  “Absence  of  Malice,” 
and  Dudley  Moore,  the 
overprivileged  inebriate 
of  “Arthur.” 

Katharine  Hepburn 
—  who  had  won  three 
Oscars  and  been  nomin¬ 
ated  13  times  —  was 
named  a  best  actress 
contender  for  her  role  as 
the  peace-making  wife 
and  mother  in  “On  Gol¬ 
den  Pond.”  The  other 
nominees  are  Diane 
Keaton  as  Reed’s  lover 
Louise  Bryant  in 
“Reds,”  Marsha  Mason 
as  the  reformed  alcoho¬ 
lic  actress  in  “Only 
When  I  Laugh,”  Susan 
Sarandon  as  the  girl 
Lancaster  falls  in  love 
with  in  “Atlantic  City,” 
and  Meryl  Streep  as  the 
title  character  in  “The 
French  Lieutenant’s 
Woman.” 

Jack  Nicholson,  best 
actor  of  1975  for  “One 
Flew  over  the  Cuckoo’s 
Nest,”  became  a  sup¬ 
porting-actor  nominee 
for  his  role  as  play¬

New  class  offers 
music  to  children 


Teaching  music  to 
young  children  will  be 
the  subject  of  a  new 
class  offered  spring 
semester  by  the  music 
department. 

The  class,  “Music 
Education  for  Young 
Children  in  the  Home,” 
will  be  taught  by  Dr. 
Barbara  Andress,  visit¬ 
ing  professor  of  music 
education  from  Arizona 
State  University.  It  will 
begin  May  3,  and  con¬ 
tinue  through  May  27. 

Students  taking  the 
course  will  observe  and 
interact  with  2-  and  3- 
year-old  children  and 
their  parents  in  a  music¬ 
al  setting,  said  Susan 
Kenney,  an  assistant 
professor  of  music  at 
BYU.  “The  program 
will  provide  students 
with  methods,  materials 
and  means  for  develop¬ 
ing  their  own  music 
programs.” 

Students  will  use  the 
first  half  of  the  two-hour 
class  observing  the  chil¬ 
drens’  interaction  with 
the  music  materials. 
The  second  half  will  be 
spent  discussing  what 
happened,  she  said. 

“Andress  wants  to  do 
the  program  at  BYU,” 
Kenney  said,  “because 
of  the  emphasis  on  the 
family  in  this  com¬ 
munity.” 

Andress  has  taught 
first-  and  second- 
grades,  as  well  as  clas¬ 
ses  in  voice  and  in¬ 


strumental  music  for 
children  from  kinder¬ 
garten  to  eighth-grade. 
She  authored  the  book, 
“Experiencing  Music  in 
Early  Childhood,”  and 
has  co-authored  many 
others.

LAS  VEGAS,  Nev.  — ■  The  running  Rebels  are 
running  at  full  steam. 

And  they  will  take  that  steam  into  the  Las  Vegas 
Convention  Center  tonight  to  meet  BYU  in  a  non¬ 
conference  game. 

Just  how  important  is  this  basketball  game  to 
Frank  Arnold  and  the  BYU  Cougars? 

Well,  if  there  is  any  game  the  Cougars  can  afford 
to  lose  during  the  remainder  of  the  season  .  .  .  it’s 
this  one. 

Being  a  non-conference  game,  a  loss  in  Las  Vegas 
will  have  no, effect  on  the  Cougars’  final  standing  in 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference. 

But  overall,  a  loss  to  the  Rebels  will  drop  the 
Cats  farther  down  on  the  win-loss  column  in  their 
bid  for  an  NCAA  post-season  slot. 

So  far  in  the  season,  the  Rebels  are  15-7  and 
winners  of  seven  of  their  last  eight  games. 

The  Rebels  are  one  of  the  toughest  teams  the 
Cougars  will  face  during  the  second  half  of  the 
season  .  .  .  BYU  dropped  a  66-63  decision  to 
UNLV  on  Dec.  5  in  the  Marriott  Center. 

If  a  loss  comes  tonight,  it  will  be  better  that  BYU 
drops  this  game,  rather  than  Saturday’s  contest  in 
Colorado  Springs  against  the  Air  Force,  a  team 
that  has  yet  to  see  a  conference  victory  this  season. 

The  Rebels  tasted  victory  and  defeat  last  week. 
While  on  a  road  swing  to  Hawaii  and  San  Diego 
State,  the  Running  Rebels  ran  over  the  Rainbow 
Warriors  83-72,  for  only  the  Rainbows’  third  loss  of 
the  season.  But  UNLV  ran  right  into  a  SDSU 
Aztec  buzz  saw,  losing  81-68  at  San  Diego  before 
8,867  in  the  San  Diego  Sports  Arena. 

The  last  time  the  Rebels  and  Cougars  met  in  the 
Marriott  Center,  Sidney  Green  and  Michael  Burns 
led  UNLV  with  18  points  apiece,  and  Larry  Ander¬ 
son  chipped  in  10  points. 

BYU  leads  the  UNLV  series  2-1.  The  Cats  last 
two  wins  in  1981  came  with  a  92-90  overtime  win  at 
the  Las  Vegas  Convention  Center  and  a  86-77  win 
at  the  Marriott  Center. 

Probable  starters  for  the  Cougars  will  be  Greg 
Ballif  and  Scott  Sinek  at  the  guard  positions,  Gary 
Fumiss  at  center  with  Fred  Roberts  and  Steve 
Trumbo  as  the  forwards. 

Greg  Kite  is  not  expected  to  start. 

The  BYU-UNLV  game  tonight  will  be  televised 
on  KBYU-TV,  channel  11,  starting  at  9:05  p.m. 
MST. 

The  two  major  shooting  weapons  of  the  Rebels, 
Anderson  and  Green,  are  expected  to  throw  fits 
into  the  BYU  defensive  alignment, 
j  Anderson  has  played  800  minutes  and  averaged 
17.2  points  and  3.6  rebounds  per  game.  He  is  the 
only  Rebel  to  have  started  all  22  games,  and  he’s 
also  scored  in  double  figures  every  Rebel  game  this 
season. 

Green,  who  has  started  21  of22  games,  is  averag¬ 
ing  16.5  points  and  leads  the  team  with  a  9.0  re¬ 
bounding  mark. 

“Both  these  players  have  performed  well  for  us. 
Anderson  can  break  up  a  zone  better  than  anyone  in 
the  country  with  his  outside  ability,  and  Green  can 
play  just  as  well  outside  as  he  can  under  the  buck¬ 
et,”  remarked  UNLV  head  coach  Jerry  Tarkanian. 

“Green  has  a  fine  outside  touch  for  a  man  his  size, 
yet  he  can  still  rebound  with  the  toughest  around.

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English  study 
made  easier 
with  movies

People  learning  English  as  a  second  language  can 
now  receive  help  from  a  series  of  12  films  written  by 
two  BYU  faculty  members. 

Charlotte  D.  Lofgreen,  an  assistant  professor  of 
linguistics  and  Indian  education,  and  Cheryl 
Brown,  instructor  of  linguistics,  wrote  the  films, 
which  portray  international  and  American  students 
in  social  situations. 

Lofgreen  said  the  film  series,  titled  “American 
English  in  Modem  Situations,”  is  the  first  English- 
as-a-second-language  film  series  available  in  the 
United  States.  The  series  is  designed  to  aid  secon¬ 
dary-  and  college-level  teachers  in  the  classroom. 

“Each  of  these  social  situations  is  treated  in  a 
separate  film  especially  created  for  people  who  are 
learning  English  as  a  second  language,”  Lofgreen 
said.  “These  people  will  readily  identify  and 
empathize  with  the  different  international  students 
in  the  films  who  experience  similar  social  and  lan¬ 
guage  problems.” 

The  films  are  used  to  teach  cultural  English  in 
modem  situations.  Eating,  dating,  apologies  and  a 
number  of  other  social  situations  are  shown  in  the 
films. 

Lofgreen  said,  “In  Japan  people  greet  others  by 
bowing,  but  the  films  teach  students  that  Amer¬ 
icans  shake  hands.  This  is  a  great  advantage  to  the 
students  because  they  can  actually  see  how  to. 
shake  hands,  and  they  can  listen  to  what  is  suppose 
to  be  said  during  the  greeting.” 

One  of  the  hardest  things  for  foreigners  to  do  is  to 
feel  comfortable  and  confident  in  situations  new  to 
them,  Lofgreen  said.  The  films  were  created  to 
eliminate  the  feelings  of  fear  that  come  with  doing 
something  new. 

Lofgreen  found  a  need,  through  her  experiences 
as  an  instructor,  for  more  visual  contact  to  reach 
the  students.  “We  wanted  to  build  on  the  whole 
text,”  she  said.  “Text  books  give  students  part  of 
the  whole,  and  they  need  to  put  it  all  together  on 
their  own,  but  the  films  give  the  students  the  whole 
first  and  we  disect  it  from  there.” 

Lofgreen  and  Brown  have  just  finished  a  book 
that  tells  45  ways  to  use  the  films  in  extending  the 
lessons.  “The  affective  part  of  teaching  that  the 
films  offer  is  one  of  the  most  advantageous,”  Lof¬ 
green  said.  “If  you  can’t  relate  well  in  certain  situa¬ 
tions  there  is  a  frustration.  Students  can  see  others 
in  films  who  also  feel  the  same  frustrations.”  The 
students  can  relate  better  and  feel  more  comfort¬ 
able  if  those  situations  arise,  she  said.  ,

Denise,  a  19-year-old  senior  from  Southern  .Cali¬ 
fornia  majoring  in  travel  and  tourism,  believes  the 
reason  she  hasn’t  dated  in  her  three  years  at  BYU 
is  because  of  the  ego  of  the  BYU  male. 

“I  think  the  guys  here  date  only  girls  who  help 
their  ego,”  said  the  former  professional  model.  “It’s 
the  air-headed  blbndes  or  the  sweet  ones  that  boost 
them.

Graduate  with  C 

“That  means  they  must  graduate  with 
almost  a  C  average,”  he  said.  “However,  the 
institution  also  has  requirements.  They 
change  each  semester,  but  I  would  imagine 
that  if  the  grades  fall  below  a  2.0  the  person 
is  put  on  warning.'  If  he  fails  to  progress,  he 
will  probably  be  put  on  suspension.” 

Academically,  if  a  female  athlete  does  not 
make  a  passing  grade  in  a  class  —  including 
incompletes  and  unofficial  withdrawals  — 
she  must  make  it  up  by  the  end  of  the  next 
semester.  The  athlete  must  maintain  a  2.0 
GPA,  said  Rosalyn  Kinneard,  secretary  to 
the  director  of  the  women’s  athletics  office. 

Lisa  Connolly,  a  senior  from  Thatcher, 
Ariz.,  majoring  in  physical  education,  has  a 
full-ride  scholarship,  which  provides  books, 
tuition,  and  room  and  board.'  Connelly  has 


been  a  member  of  BYU’s  volleyball  team. 

She  said  she  has  never  had  to  take  an 
incomplete  in  a  class.  “I’ve  gotten  a  lot  of  C’s 
and  a  couple  of  D’s  and  I  failed  one  class,”  she 
said.  “I’ve  done  the  best  I  could.” 

Academic  all-WAC 

Kurt  Gunther,  a  kicker  on  the  football 
team,  was  named  to  the  Academic  all-WAC 
team  both  years  he  has  played  on  the  varsity 
football  team. 

“I’ve  done  all  right,”  he  said.  “I’ve  never 
taken  an  incomplete  in  a  class.” 

Although  an  athlete  is  required  to  take  12 
credits  the  semester(s)  he  plays  for  BYU,  he 
is  not  required  to  pass  them,  Witbeck  said. 
If,  however,  he  takes  12  credits  and  passes 
only  10,  then  takes  12  credits  the  next 
semester,  he  would  have  only  22- credits  by 
the  next  season. 


“That  would  make  him  ineligible  to  play,” 
he  said.  “He  would  have  to  take  two  credits 
spring  or  summer  to  put  him  to  the  required 
24  credits.” 

Credit  system 

There  is  no  way  to  beat  the  system  of 
credits,  Witbeck  said.  “We  check  the  num¬ 
ber  of  credits  they  have  every  week.” 

If  there  is  a  semester  when  the  student  is 
not  playing  ball  with  the  team,  he  is  not 
required  to  carry  12  credits,  but  he  must 
remain  a  full-time  student,  Witbeck  said. 
The  athlete  must,  however,  have  24  credits 
from  one  playing  season  to  the  next  to  main¬ 
tain  his  scholarship. 

“It’s  an  equitable  thing,  and  they  can 
handle  it,”  Witbeck  said.  “They  are  not  here 
just  to  play  ball,  they  have  to  make  progress 
in  their  education.”

The  violations 
affected  are:  driving 
with  an  expired  or  no 
driver’s  license,  expired 
license  plates  or  an  ex¬ 
pired  safety-inspection 
sticker  on  a  car  with 
Utah  plates,  according 
to  Lt.  Mike  Harroun, 
manager  of  Traffic  Ser¬ 
vice. 

“Because  we’re  good- 
natured  and  interested 
in  the  well-being  of  the 


students  and  faculty,  we 
have  developed  a  new 
policy  regarding  fines 
for  certain  violations,” 
Harroun  said.  “This 
policy  is  effective  im¬ 
mediately.” 

“The  fines  for  the 
violations  formerly 
ranged  from  $5  to  $20, 
depending  on  the  viola¬ 
tion,”  Harroun  said. 
“However,  we  have  re¬ 
duced  the  fine  for  each 
category  to  $2  as  a  pub¬ 
lic  service.” 

“In  addition,  if  the 
situation  is  corrected 
within  seven  days,  the 
ticket  will  be  voided  and 
no  fine  will  be  charged,” 
Harroun  said. 


Sgt.  Greg  Barber  said 
the  purpose  of  the  fine 
reduction  was  to  benefit 
faculty  and  students  and 
encourage  compliance. 

“We  do  not  receive 
any  revenue  from  these 
citations,  and  we  want 
to  do  what  we  can  to  be 
of  service,”  Barber  said.

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Banks'  check  rules  vary

;  Shanna  Bastian  didn’t  understand  why 
the  checks  she  had  written  were  bouncing. 
It  had  only  been  a  few  days  since  she  had 
deposited  a  check  from  home  with  her 
bank. 

'  She  went  to  the  bank  to  ask  what  the 
problem  was,  and  was  referred  to  one  of 
the  branch  officials.  Bastian,  a  sophomore 
in  communicaions  at  the  time,  said  she  was 
told  the  money  from  the  out-of-state  check 
would  not  be  credited  to  her  account  until 
a  15-day  period  had  passed.  That  was  the 
bank’s  policy,  she  was  told. 

-  “I  told  him  I  wasn’t  going  to  pay  any 
(overdraft)  charges,”  she  said.  The  mana¬ 
ger  agreed  and  they  settled  the  matter. 
Bastian  called  the  people  to  whom  she  had 
written  the  bounced  checks  and  explained 
the  situation.  Everything  was  worked 
out. 

But  Bastian  remains  disgruntled  over 
Jhe  policy.  She  now  cashes  her  checks 
through  a  friend’s  credit  union.  “I’m 
switching  banks,”  she  said. 

.  What  the  bank  had  done  was  not  illegal. 
The  law  allows  banks  time  to  wait  for 
notice  of  dishonored  checks,  said  James 
Backman,  a  BYU  law  professor  specializ¬ 
ing  in  banking  law. 

But  local  banks  vary  in  their  exercise  of 
that  right,  and  some  BYU  students  have 
been  overdrawing  accounts  with  the 
assumption  their  checks  from  home  had 
been  credited  to  their  accouhts. 

When  a  student’s  check  is-  deposited 
with  his  bank,  Backman  said,  “he  hasn’t 
really  deposited  anything”  until  the 
money  is  received  from  the  home  bank.  If 
the  check  is  bad,  it  takes  about  a  week  for 
the  Provo  bank  to  receive  notice  of  the 
dishonored  check,  he  said. 

For  that  reason,  most  banks  near  cam¬ 
pus  do  not  credit  an  account  with  the  de¬ 
posit  until  the  time  passes  in  which  a  check 
would  be  dishonored.  Bank  policies,  and 
the  time  of  delay  —  if  any — differ  greatly, 
but  the  record  of  a  student’s  account  usual¬ 
ly  determines  whether  he  can  get  immedi¬ 
ate  credit  for  the  checks  he  deposits. 

A  15-day  delay  of  credit  for  student 
accounts  has  been  standard  policy  since 
April,  said  Fred  Asay,  manager  of  one 
local  bank’s  north  Provo  branch. 

A  student  cannot  have  an  out-of-state, 
private  check  credited  immediately  to  his 
account  unless  he  is  on  the  bank’s  “im¬ 
mediate  credit  list,”  Asay  said.  For  newer 
accounts,  getting  on  the  list  requires  writ¬ 
ten  notice  from  the  customer’s  home  bank 
that  his  checks  will  be  honored.  He  said 
about  five  percent  of  the  branch’s  student 
customers  are  on  the  list. 

Asay  said  the  bank  will  accept  cashier’s 
checks  for  immediate  credit. 

Another  local  bank  has  a  similar  policy, 
according  to  George  Babcock,  assistant 
manager  of  its  Provo  office.  Customers, 
students  or  not,  must  wait  10  to  15  days  to 
draw  on  an  out-of-state  check.  Exceptions 
are  “at  the  discretion  of  a  bank  officer”  and 
only  for  customers  with  long-term  hon¬ 
ored  accounts,  he  said. 


Asay  said  the  bank  policy  was  initiated 
because  “we  were  being  inundated  with 
bad  checks.  We  were  getting  so  many  we 
couldn’t  keep  up  with  them.”  Asay  said 
that  without  the  policy,  the  bank  would 
have  become  a  “collection  agency”  — 
something  it  could  not  afford. 

“With  us,  an  account  is  innocent  until 
proven  guilty,”  said  Kerry  Nielson,  oper¬ 
ating  officer  of  another  local  bank.  He  said 
that  under  normal  circumstances,  any  cus¬ 
tomer  can  draw  on  an  out-of-state  check 
without  delay.  He  cited  checks  more  than 
$1,000  and  accounts  with  a  record  of  dis¬ 
honored  checks  as  exceptions  to  the  bank’s 
policy. 

Customers  at  still  another  local  bank 
have  the  choice  of  either  five-  to  10-day 
delayed  credit,  or  check  verification  by 
phone,  said  Jane  Roberts,  pro  cashier  for 
the  bank.  She  said  if  a  customer  wants  to 
draw  immediately  from  his  account,  the 


bank  will  call  the  home  bank  to  verify  that 
the  check  will  be  honored.  The  call  is 
charged  to  the  customer’s  account. 

At  another  bank,  there  is  a  seven-  to 
10-day  delay  unless  the  customer  has  the 
bank’s  check  guarantee  service,  said  Kim 
Ence,  a  loan  officer.  Qualifying  for  the  ser¬ 
vice  is  a  lot  like  getting  a  major  credit 
card,  though  it  takes  less  time,  he  said. 

If  a  student  wants  to  get  money  from 
home  quickly,  he  can  arrange  to  have  it 
wired  from  the  home  bank  in  a  few  days, 
Ence  said. 

“We  have  no  flat  rule,”  said  Jay  Bulson, 
a  loan  officer  at  another  local  bank.  “It 
depends  on  the  student’s  account,”  he 
said,  adding  that  customers  with  good 
account  records  can  draw  on  their  deposits 
without  delay.  Otherwise,  there  is  a  five- 
to-10-day  delay,  Bulson  said.  Other 
arrangements  can  be  made  “if  the  student 
is  willing  to  sit  down  and  talk.”
